Then no one loses sight of 
the fact that Germany is the centre or the 
heart of the Axis. With that core of 
infamy things are not going well on the 
Atlantic, on the plaing of Russia or on the 
sands of Africa.

‘Safe. and. With Honor’ 

The great. statesman, Prime Minister 
Churchill] of Great Britain, is'a master of 
English. His powers are great in their 
versatility and range. He has given end- 
_less examples of his rare gifts, 

. += Mr. Churchill for instance, is a. master 
of wit and humor and phrases. He can 
also give “lackeys” or “monkeys” like 
Mussolini a tongue-thrashing- which will 
stick to the Fascist chief forever. 

On New Year’s Eve he spoke in another 
vein when he created a classic pledge for 
these days of war in which he toasted 
the prosperity of the Allied cause and 
honored members of his staff, newspaper- 
men and the crew and porters of the train 
on which he was returning.to Washington. 
Walking into the diner at midnight he 
raised his glass with the words*— 

“Here's to 1942. : 

“Here’s to a year of toil—a year of 

struggle and peril, 

“And a long step forward to victory. 

“God bless you. i 

“May we all come through safe and 

with honor.” : 

That toast: wily] be remembered for its 
aptness to the trying timés through which 

> the world is. passing and for its lofty 
sentiment. expressed in “safe and with 
honor.” y 

“With honor!” That is the British atti- 
tude in this war -and mankind must be 
thankful that in this hour Britons and 
people of Allied nations have been bound 
by the sense of honor to fight the 
criminal enemy. 

It is a noble pledge, a pledge founded 
on truth and high ideals. Those who read 

- it feel throbbing in those words of Mr, 
Churchill the very soul of honor and the 
confidence of victory. The words are 

‘sincere as every utterance of Mr. 
Churchill's and therefore bear the great- 
est import. 

That pledge can be repeated by 
millions not only at this time but to the 
wars. end, by* those who so love their 
country that they will endure the toil and

* CENSORSHIP 


Ten days after the treacherous 
attack of Japan upon the United 
States and Britain, President 
Roosevelt announced the appoint- 
ment of a Director of Censorship. 


The word “censor” acquired its 
current meaning in a roundabout 
way.

In Latin the verb “censere” 


means to assess, to estimate or to: 


value, 


Under the republic the Romans 
applied the name “censor” to two 
officials whose duty it was to take 
the census of the po tion and 
to assess the value of property as a 
basis for taxation. 

In process of time the censors 
were further charged with the re- 
sponsibility” of regulating the be- 
havior of the people; that ts, they 
became the inspectors of public 
morals and conduct. 


People naturally dislike officials 
who try to regulate thelr behavior 
and the censors in Rome were gen- 
erally unpopular, with the conse- 
ayenc that the word “censor” sey 
qui &) disagreeable connotation. 

Tha.ybrd was picked up in later 
times and applied to anyone who 


criticizes or exercises supervision 
over the conduct of others. 


In Oxford and Cambridge univer- 
sities the title censor is applied to 
the supervisor of students not 
attached to a college, hall or hostel. 

The censors of the Royal College 
of Piysiclans in England are the 
Officials who grant licenses to 
candidates to practice medicine, 


At one time both Pennsylvanja 
and Vermont had- councils of 
censors, groups of men chosen every 
seven years to examine the working 
of the government, and the conduct 
of pubdlic officials and to determine 
whether the constitution had been 
violated. ® 

The Vermont council of censors 
had the power to cail a convention 
to consider amendments to the 
constitution. In 1810 a convention 
called by the council of censors 
amended the constitution for abol- 
ishing the council of censors!

The ordinary lead pencils may: be worth 
a dime a dozen; but when you roll along 
the right-of-way in a railway coach, it 
doesn’t seem possible that ‘the’ line has to 
haul one ton of freight one mile in order 
to secure sufficient revenue to. purchase 
one common-or-garden variety of pencil. 

Yet that is the truth, according. to the 

Canadian Railways Magazine. 
«In an illustrated” article’ in which. it 
urges every employee. of the company to 
do his share in’ conserving supplies and 
thus saving ‘money, the C.N.R. writer 
points out that the ordinary hand hammer 
costs the company: the revenue obtained 
from hauling seventy-two tons of freight 
one mile. 

The humble ‘corn-broom. doesn’t’ cost 
much. Yet it absorbs the revenue obtained 
from hauling forty-seven tons of freight; 
a tom of coal is purchased: by’ 486 tons of 
average freight carried one mile. The 
fuse is an article that. is easily wasted, 
yet each one costs no leas'than eleven 
tons of freight. ~ - ‘ 

The lowly ‘typewriter ribbon, the 
writer points out, costs the equivalent of 
26 tons of freight.

All clty streets were ploughed 
free of snow during the winter 
months and the roadways in the 
business section of the. city were 
kept clear by having the snow haut- 
ed away in trucks.

One hundred and eighty-three years 
afterwards the birthday of a Scots peas- 
ant poet was recalled Sunday across a 
great part of the world for two reasons, 
because of his Bupremacy as a poet and 
because of his unerring instinct- and bold 
utterance for human justice. With un- 
failing vision and with, the spirit of the 
master of song he has struck chords which 
have reverberated across the world into 
every continent and into the hearts of not 
only Scots but also into those of kindred 
races and into those_ of races which are 
not kindred. ‘ J 

Robert Burns gave the world the loge- 
liest of love songs and. a homely philos- 
ophy of life which has stirred men and 
women more than all the teachings of the 
philosophers of all time. He saw through 
shams. With the eye of sheer genius he 

caught the vision of mankind in “A Man’s 
<-hMan for a’ That.” He penned the great 

~gdng of liberty which . stirs the souls of 
everywhere in the Song of Bruce, 

“Scots Wha Hae Wi’ Wallace Bled.” In 

him the song becomes the challenge to 
all manking to strike blows for liberty and 
freedom as he does with the words “Lay 
the proud usurpers low, Tyrants fall in 
every blow.” 

On this anniversary it is pointed out 
how Burns’ message to the world of his 
day ig the trumpet call of today and of all 
time to the world of free nations to defend 
themselves by all the might of the sledge- 
hammer blows of which they are capable 
to crush the aggressor, Hun, Italian and 
Japanese.

His birthday shows the blessings of 
good ancestry and of the noble ideals-of a 
nation.

Hitler Evasive 

Adolf Hitler told the German people 
bomething very old in his speech. over. the 
air on Friday. He. raved as years ago 
against Britain and the United’ States, he 
attacked former President Wilson and Mr. 
Roosevelt and also Prime Minister 
Churchill and made the old claims against 
the democracies, He repeated the old 
charge that traitors in Germany bogged 
down German might in 1918. He still 
dealt evasively with important issues. 

But Hitler used to claim to know 
definitely when the war would. end. 
Yesterday he said he did not know 
whether the war will end this year, add- 
ing of course for German: consumption, 
that Germany was ready on all fronts. 
Each succeeding speech has been marked 
by: growing vagueness or evasion by the 
Hun leader in referring to the end of the 
‘war. 7 ‘ 

Now he has a “new enemy” which he 
hag raised to a higher - place than he is 
* publicly willing to give to the Russians. It 

is the Russian winter the Germans are. on 
the defensive against, not- the Russian 
armies, so he says. But at the same time 
the Russians are faring well this winter. 
Therefore Hitler either admitsthat the 
Germans are less hardy than the Russians, 
which he would not grant becaitse he has 
affirmed so often the supremacy of the 
Germans over all races, of he must be 
compelled to admit that he bungled in 
attacking Russia and that Nazi general- 
ship and tactics are inferior to those of 
Stalin’s armies, He made a poor face of 
the present situation for the invincible 
he led the people to believe he was. 

Hitler is always ready to prophesy. 
Lies come:so easily to his lips, But it needs 
no prophet to say as he did that “the 
winter will break in the south and the ice 
will melt and the hour will come when 
the ground will be hard and firm again.” 
That is natural but when he plunged into 
ranting enthusiasm over the Germans who 
he said were the ‘victims of frost and 
“when we meet the enemy we will beat 
him," it was the old lying, tricky, Hitler 
that spoke. ~~ 

Yesterday--he said that “we National 
Socialists say that life cannot be steril- 
ized." He had charged that Britain tried 
to keep the world unchanged. In fact the 
world knows that Hitler - attempted to 
sterilize it so that it would remain lifeless 
or as enslaved as he German Nazis would 
want it—just to act as robotg of the Hun. 

It was an enslaved world he and the 
Nazis desired. 

Yet Hitler tries to convince that the 
democracies wished to sterilize life. 

They are the life-giving ’sourcés ofthe 
world — they are the cause of progress, 
There is no sterility in democracy. It ig 
the fairest flower of civilization. 

As the BBC said “whatever he may say 
within.a year his words will have proved 
to. be just as false, just as empty as his 
words on January 30, 1939, 1940 and 
194%. “Just one year ago Friday he 
promised to give the decisive blow in the 
year 1941.” He didn’t, 

Again he is promising but vaguely. He 
tries to smooth over the declaration of 
War against the United States by saying 
that the war will give the U-boats 8 
chance to show what they can do. He is 
again holding up German hopes on this, 
habadtcttite full well. what happened 
in i ‘
